At the end of 1978, there were 4526 MW broadcasting stations operating in the 
United States; there were 102 Construction Permits aranted for new stations 
and 234 applications received for new stations that had not yet been granted. 


I printed an erroneous correction to an earlier item last time AM SWITCH 
appeared. KMAV - 1520 should be shown as in North Dakota. 


In spite of the FCC Final Report and Order in preparation for the 1979 World 
Administrative Radio Conference calling for the U.S. to remain with 10 kHz 
channel spacing, this column along with others should recognize that the 
Department of Commerce National Telecommunications Information Agency and 
Rep. L. vanDeerlin who is preparing a new draft of the Communications Act 
are pushing for a 9 kHz channel spacing. Maybe the issue isn't dead yet: 


There will be a meeting later this year of Western Hemisphere nations to discuss 
the matter of narrowing the MW a.m. channel spacing to 9 kHz. Yes, it all comes 
together...unless you presently own a MW a.m. station in the Western Hemisphere 
with a directional antenna pattern.

THE CANADIAN AUDIO NETWORKS 


ABC Radio News in Canada? 


BRIAN VERNON 


The new NRC Log has listings for the major Canadian audio news networks used 
by the commercial stations across Canada. This articles hopefully will 
answer some questions about these services. 


An ABC news reporterma Canadian station can now be traced to Broadcast News 
Voice (BNV) and thanks to John Callarman and the NRC Log, we can now deduct, 
or at least narrow down the stations probable identification. 


The news-services listed here do not broadcast to the public using 5 or 6 
minute news blocks, rather they are news gathering agencies who pass their 
reporter's audio reports directly to their subscribing stations. Many of 
these reports are included in the station's regular news breaks. Thus, the 
stations often gives the appearance of having reporters all over the world. 


BROADCAST NEWS 


Owned by Canadian Press, Broadcast News can be split into two main services, 
Broadcast News (BN) and Broadcast News Voice (BNV). BN began operation on 
January 1, 1954, and is a teleprinter service subscribed to by most radio 
and television stations in Canada. It acts as a clearing house for news from 
Canadian Press, Associated Press, Reuters and Agence France Press. 


These reports are re-written into a broadcast sytle, and then sent by tele- 
printer to all the subscribing stations. The same service in French is 
"Novelles Tele-Radio” (NTR) is available. A French audio service (NTR-Audio) 
was discontinued in 1978, as it was a money loser. 


BROADCAST NEWS VOICE 


In the early 1960's, BN expressed an interest in operating an adio news ser- 
vice for radio stations and initially entered into a partnership with CFRB- 
Standard Broadcast Corporation. CFRB became the sending and receiving arm 
of the service, while BN participated as a sales agent in trying to get 
stations interested in the project. This association was discontinued, and 
BNV is now wholly under the control of Broadcast News, while CFRB now has 
Standard Broadcast News. 


BNV is subscribed to by 92 AM and 26 FM stations, and has staff in New York, 
Washington, London, Paris, and bureaus in many major Canadian cities; but 
essentially BNV is a clearing-house for reports from both ABC and AP radio 
from the U.S., having exclusive rights to these services in Canada. 


BN's fee structure is designed to allow the organization to operate on a 
co-operative principle - a break-even system with no profits or deficits. 
Radio and television stations are charged on the basis of their rate cards. 


SRADIO 


Newsradio is 80% owned by CKEY and 20% owned by CBS, so it has access to 
CKEY staff and CBS radio reporters. Indeed a private line links Newsradio 
with such CBS stations as WCBS-New York and KNX-Los Angeles. 


Newsradio has a staff of 15; six in Ottawa, one each in Quebec City and 
Victoria, British Columbia, with an operating staff of 7 in Toronto. The 
Toronto staff shares coverage and bureau responsibility with CKEY-News, who 
with a combined staff of 25, has possibly the largest news staff of ‘any 
Canadian radio station. 


Unlike BN and BNV, Newsradio only services one station per market. The ex- 
ception being Toronto, where both flagship station CKEY-590 and CHIN-1540 
use the service, however, since CHIN is an ethnic station, CKEY and CHIN do 
not consider themselves competing for the same audience. 


Newsradio has exclusive rights to CBS radio in Canada and is subscribed to by 
26 AM and 17 FM stations. It provides both an audio and print service, 
however, the teleprinter service only became available to subscribing stations 
in 1975 and is operated from a Hazeltine computerized system at CKEY. 


Newsradio subscribers pay for the news service on the basis of their published 
breakfast-time rates, and market size; each station, regardless of its size 
has access to Newsradio material. Subscribers in turn cover their communities 
for Newsradio and file stories with the agency for distribution among the 
remaining subscribing stations. 


— 
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ANDARD BROADCAST Ss 


Standard Broadcast News (SBN) is an outgrowth of the original Broadcast News 
Voice; the split came when Broadcast News wanted to make the service available 
to all stations. CFRB-Standard Broadcast Corporation wanted an exclusive 
audio news service, hence, the creation of SBN in the summer of 1966. 


SBN has a staff of eleven in Canada, plus reporters in Washington, London and 
at the United Nations. It also has exclusive rights in Canada for NBC radio. 
Standard delivers both an audio and print service; however, the print is only 
complimentary to the audio. 


SBN has 47 AM and 10 FM subscribers, who bear no obligation to carry its 
material. However, the service is reportedly a good one because of the 
exclusive service and averages 500 news reports a month from its subscriber 
stations across the country. 


SELKIRK NEWS SERVICE 


While Broadcast News was forming Broadcast News Voice, "Ottawa Radio News 
Service” was sending audio reports to radio stations from Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa. Now called Selkirk News Service, it still concentrates on parliament- 
ary coverage and news stories ralating to Federal politics and agencies. The 
service is distributed only to Selkirk owned stations: CKWX, CJIB, CJVI in 
British Columbia, and CFAM-AM/FM, CJCA-AM/FM, CFGP in Alberta and as such 
specializes in reports concerning these two provinces. 


WESTERN INFORMATION NETWORK 


Called British Columbia Radio News (BCRN) in the new NRC Log, it has since 
changed its name to the Western Information Network (WIN), as its servie now 
fringes the borders of Alberta, Alaska and the Yukon. 


In 1973, CKNW acquired the British Columbia rights to Standard Broadcast News 
and called a meeting in Vancouver where other radio stations in the province 
were invited to join the network. Besides receiving SBN, the stations would 
also receive reports from the British Columbia Provincial Legislature in 
Victoria from station CFAX, whose reports were already being broadcast by a 
number of stations in the province. The stations would report news stories 
of their own to the network concerning their communities. 


By 1976, besides news, WIN was also carrying B.C. Lions football and 
Vancouver Canuks hockey to its stations. In 1978, the network operation, 
according to network co-ordinator John Ashbridge, was still losing money.

COMMON SENSE T.A. DX STRATEGY 


MARK CONNELLY - WA1ION 


I have recently received numerous letters from newer DXer's on the 
question "How can I hear TA's?". Some are confused by the new frequency 
allocations. With this in mind, I present a logical plan of attack, based 
upon monitoring done since the implementation of the new frequencies. 
Preface: The following factors will enhance your chances to hear TA's: 

1. Listening primarily during the autumn and the winter 

2. Several days of low A-indices (monitor WWV for reports) 

3. A coastal receiving site, or, lacking this, a low, distant 
horizon towards Europe and Africa 

4. A receiver with a 4-kHz. (or tighter) selectivity position. 
Don't think that this is a necessity, though: TA's can be heard 
on a car radio or Realistic TRF, particularly at local sunset 
when adjacent channel domestic skip is at a minimum. 

5. Antenna diversity: ideally, beverages and a good loop 


If your receiver is not accurately calibrated, a calibrator such as 
the 5-10-25-50-100 kllz. switchable model by Palomar Engineers will be 
helpful. You could zero-beat the station with an RF oscillator feeding 
a digital counter. Digital counters are getting quite cheap and they 
should become incre’singly popular among DXers. No matter where you are 
in eastern North America, you should try to get some of the more common 
TA's. Now, on to the mechanics of how to do it - this is an updating & 
simplification of the TA hunting scheme I outlined in IRCA Foreign Log #6. 


We can block off 3 listening time periods for consideration: Local Sunset 
Period (from 1 hour before local sunset until 0100 GMT), Late Evening 
Period (0100 - 0400 GMT), and European Sunrise Period (0400 to about 0800 
GMT). During each period certain key stations should be checked to 
establish the frequency and latitude characteristics of TA openings. 

The key-station reception pattern will tip us off to other potential 


receptions. 
Local Sunset Period 


This time period is characterised by a normal pattern of low-band, lower 
latitude reception. A coastal receiving site is of considerable advantage 
during period from before local sunset to an hour after sunset. 


Low-latitudes (Africa only): Dakar 0: 765 is the low-end beacon to checl 
nothing much in the middle frequencies, Conakry- 1404 high band. During 
auroral conditions, these are often the only TA's heard. 
Middle latitudes (western Mediterranean area) . 
Tow-band: check Portugal - 756, Spain - 585/738, Morocco - 612/774/819. 
Mid-band: Morocco - 1044 is a powerhouse. Also look for Portugal - 10397062. 
Hirh-band: Monaco on 1467 & Albania - 1395 are good guides. 
High-latitudes (northern and central Europe) 

ow-band: Great Britain on 648, olso Holland - TAT. 
Mid-band: Great Pritain - 1053, i. Germmny - 1017. Check 1044 to see how 

the Last German is doing against the normally-dominant Liorocean, 

High-band: West Germany - 1422/1539/1593. 

On my car radio < on the TRF, I often do a "JABC test": the 765 Senegal 


het is compared to the 774 Spain/liorocco het. ‘hen the 774 het is 
stronger, the TA onening will generally offer more potential catches, 


Late Evening Period 


This period is seldom as productive as local sunset or European 
sunrise. Many European stations are off the air; furthermore, domestic 
interference is at its worst. You may want to check the German an 1593 
as high-band openings are most common during this period. To check 
possible low-band openings, tune in any of the Spanish all-nighters, 
such as Barcelona on 738. 


European Sunrise Period 


The higher frequency stations are generally those heard most con- 
sistently. Higher latitudes are often more likely than they are at local 
sunset. Use the World Radio/TV Handbook to establish the sign-on times 
of specific TA stations of interest. 


Low-latitudes (Africa-only): As at sunset, Dakar - 765 tests low-band 
propagation to this area & Conakry - 1404 is your high-frequency guide.

Lj] is a standard 240 uH BCB "“loopstick", 
J.W. Miller #6300 or equivalent (this is the type that was formerly sold 
by Radio Shack); C) is a standard 365 pF saci capacitor, swipeable out 
of any old, unused BCB receiver (such as that $6,000 non-communications- 
quality stereo, hi!). 1)B is about 6-12 turns of #20 wire around the 
outside of the loopstick (you may have to add this yourself). Of course, 
if you've already built the longwire turner in my last article, use that. 


2) Tuning it up: Set the RF gain (Ri) all the way up, open S2, close Sj, 
set Cj fully closed, tune to a station on 540 kHz, and adjust the slug 
in Lj for a peak. For further information, see the "longwire tuner” 
article which appeared in DX News #3, Vol. 46 on Nov. 6, 1978. 


3) How it works: Cj, and L, form a “parallel tuned tank circuit"; RF at 
the peaked frequency circulates through C] and Lj), creating a magnetic 
field. All other frequencies are (theoretically) shunted to ground. 
L,B picks up the current at the tuned frequency (magnetic coupling--- 
remember transformers?) and feeds it to the amplifier section. S$] turns 
the power on and off, and Sz can bypass the preselector to give you a 
tuned, but unamplified longwire. The "input" terminal of Sp could also 
be wired to the longwire itself, allowing you to bypass the tuner, also, 
like for shortwave. 


Erratas I found that if you have a common, unamplified, inductively coupled 
spiral or box loop antenna, you can use that in place of L1/Cj. By “loop” 

I mean an old-fashioned, indirectly-coupled air core loop, i.e. with a "link" 
turn. The IRCA 2 foot loop is a good example, as is the "Harley" loop 
antenna. If you use one of those, just hook the longwire to one terminal of 
the capacitor, ground the other, and take your output off the loop's link 
coil. Thus, the "link" coil becomes L]B. The good part of this is that by 
disconnecting the longwire, and ungrounding the other capacitor terminal, 

you get an amplified loop! This last was discovered by chance. The alternate 
connection for use with a loop is shown. Of course, using the loop that way 
destroys its nulling, buy you save the cost of a loopstick and capacitor, 

as well as gaining a loop amp! 


Well, that's about it. The output cable from the preselector can be any 
coax you care to use: RG-58/U, -59/U, -174/U, anything as long as it bends 
(this a purely mechanical consideration). I'd recommend RG-58/U, as anyone 
with a CBer friend can usually beg a few feet of that. Be sure to build the 
preselector in a well-shielded cabinet. Those with Hammarlunds with lots 
of inside space might even consider on-board mounting. You don't want RF 
leaking out to cause regeneration with the longwire.

I check het strength on the car radio or TRF periodically to see if a 
DX session with the R-390A is in order. Perhaps some day it may be feasible 
to computer-control a receiver to automatically scan key channels and to 
alert a DXer by means of a VHF pocket pager. 

IRCA Foreign Log vol. 7 gives the new frequency allocation assignments 
plus pages of actual old-plan loggings which will aid in your selection of 
listening times & potential TA target stations. Watch the internatiomal 
DX columns for recent loggings, and don't forget to report to these columns. 
Any TA reports, even of routine stations, are useful as they help to put 
more pieces into the propagation-analysis puzzle.

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STATE OF THE CPC 


months I have seen some comments in DX News about the 
suated beaciason of the CPC and the lack of tests on the schedule. I 
can understand these opinions since I agree that the overall situation 
has been downhill lately. There is no single reason for this unfortunate 
trend, rather a number of interlocking problems, some over which we have 
control and some that are out of our hands. Lets look at them one at a 
time, maybe it will help explain the situation and possibly start some of 
us thinking about possible solutions. 


1) THE N.S.P. SITUATION: Glancing back at DX News issues from the "good 
old days" we find that a great many stations that were willing to conduct 
actual "DX Programs" were stations that held fulltime licenses but did 
not maintain all-night operations. They would stay on later or come back 
early for special tests. Now a great many of these stations are AN or, 
even worse, NSP. A whole lot of potential testers are now in RS during 
the experimental period. This effectivly cuts down the number of possible 
stations to contact. Unfortunatly this is a situation we're locked into. 


2) CONTRACT EXGINEERS: Several years ago, sweeping changes in the FCC 
regulations took away the requirement that each station have it's own 
"in-house" engineer. The trend of Contract Engineers is sweeping the 
industry, especially for the smaller stations. While a CE in a mini- 
market daytimer may only make $12,000 to $14,000 a year, this can be a 
major amount of money saved to the small operators who operate on a very 
Slim profit. A traveling engineer will contract to visit stations ona 
periodic basis for much less per station than a full-time engineer would 
cost. These engineers are able to turn a tidy profit by contracting with 
many stations and can afford the test equipment and have the knowledge 
that might not be available to the small station otherwise. While this 
is good business to the owners, it has put a lot of people out of work 
and has also hurt the hobby of DXing. Since a contract engineer must 
keep a regular schedule of making his rounds, he's usually not available 
to travel a great distance just to put on a DX Test for us. This is also 
a very real reason for lower verie returns, most of these guys just don't 
have the time to answer the pile of reports (or test requests) that are 
waiting for "The C E" when he visits each station. This is another 
situation we will just have to live with. I don't want to bad-mouth these 
engineers since their services help the profit situation at many small 
stations and, let's face it, without profits, stations go down the chute, 


PREQUENCY CHECKS: Checking old test schedules will show that many tests 
were extended FCs wherein the station would go about the business of the 
check, then stay on the air with a DX Special. as long as somebody had 
to go in early anyway, it was much easier to talk them into the idea. 

Now the FCC no longer requires regular frequency measurement by outside 
sources. With the recent availability of accurate, low-cost frequency 
counters, many stations now perform their own freauency checks. The 
shrinking of our FC List from ten to four pages in recent years is a good 
indicator of this....another problem we're just stuck with. 


DECREASING AWARENESS OF THE DX HOBBY: Let's face it, DXing is no longer 
the novelty or fad it once was as far as most stations are concerned. The 
vast majority of station engineers don't give a damn how far their Signal 
can be heard outside their selling market area. Those engineers who were 
around in the days when it did matter are slowiy leaving the business 
through retirement. These old-timers usually came into radio through 

ham radio when there was still a sense of wonder about sending signals 

to distant places. The new breed for the most part grew up in the era 

of locally-dominated radio and many are the products of schools instead 
of the workbench. Many Cis are more administrators than solder-iron 
jockeys who just don't understand the hobby and don't appreciate it's 
place in broadcasting history. We MIGHT be able to at least make a dent 
in this problem. If you have occasion to visit a station, spend some time 
talking about the hobby. I've seen many DXers come into a station and 
talk about music, equipment and antennas with barely a mention of the DX 
hobby or what it's about. Most people think the NRC, which they've 
possibly never even heard of, has ten members who go around to stations 
asking for record surveys, bumper stickers and coverage maps. Many times 
I've told friends in the business about the hobby and the NRC and their 
usual reaction is something like "seven HUNDRED members? I didn't know 
anybody did that anymore." whenever you contact a station, be a goodwill 
ambassador for the club and the hobby, not just for yourself. You might 
find the person you're talking with say something like "I wonder how far 
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is station can get out?" At that point, it's time to make your CPC 
itch....."W%ell, if you'd like to find out, we can arrange...- etc fon 
arry a copy of a fat edition of DX News with you. It's a dy Beg n 
howing that the DX hobby is far from dead. after all, as ER eeps 
reminding us, this is the LIVING NRC! 


i here's 
PPATHY: No, not at the stations, but among our own membership. T 
BD aistarving let-somebody-else-do-it attitude going around in aa years 
‘and not just within the NRC. It seems to be everywhere. I tg oN 
‘stock car racing club that's the same way, a small hard core of fai ‘a 
members do all the work and the others sit around telling us what a nice 
job we're doing. I just don't have an answer for this, maybe somebody 
out there does. iie've tried asking, pleading, even begging but the 
response from the membership continues to be very small and getting 
smaller. This is a problem we have direct control over, each one of us 
as an individual member. Nobody can stop you from helping the CPC 
except yourself. I wonder if some healthy competition would help stir 
people out of their lethargy, maybe a free NRC Log or Pattern Book or 
even a free year's membership for the person who arranges the most tests 
in the season would spur things along. If we can give prizes for the 
contests, why not for a CPC Contest? Maybe the LPC can mull this over. 


THE EARD WORKING FEW: If you check back you'll find that even our very 
successful seasons of late have been basically the results of a few 
superworkers. It's the same in the other clubs too, we don't have any 
patent on the problem. Every year I hear “What ever happened to so~and- 
so, they used to arrange a lot of tests." Well, let's face it, they've 
done their share, isn't it YOUR turn now? Make a list of your most wanted 
stations and contact them, don't wait for somebody else to do it. 


LATE NOTIFICATIONS: A few issues ago two tests were listed in the DXN 
for a Monday morning and the issue arrived Monday afternoon. When you 
‘DO arrange a test notify headquarters about it immediatly. If the timing 
looks like it will be close, a call to LPC will tell you if there is 


enough time. If not and you cannot reschedule the test, send the info 


* the Plash Alert Service. Chairman dAN mYERS address and phone are 
a the back cover of each DXN. And if you don't participate in Flash, 
it is reccommended highly. Send dAN ten self-addressed stamped post 
eards and you will be notified of any tests that do not come in under 
the auniterint deadline. Last season Flash members were notified of 
"over I“ENTY tests that were run befcre their dates could be published 

dn DX News. Host cf you missed them. For as easy as it is, it's really 
"Surprising how few members take advantage of Flash. 


“MYSELF: ‘when I became CPC Chairman 11 years ago I was just the night jock 
for “HOT. Now, in addition to the administrative duties I've assumed 
while advancing through the company, I've become involved in several 
‘businesses of my own which take up a lot of what used to be spare time. 
Between building raceing cars and engines, running an advertising agency 
anda iecendinavewotuas tees business, I just don't have the time to devote 
to DXing as much as before. I've done my best but if there's somebody 
‘out there who would like to give it a try and if LPC sees fit, I'd gladly 
step down and turn it over. I'm as anxious to see the CPC do well as 
‘anybody and perhaps some new blood would do it some good. 


What, in a 2% page nutshell, is the status of the CPC. The ideal situation 
Would be a CPC with a lot of members, each sharing a small amount of the 
work load rather than a few doing it all as has been the case for many 
Years. What it will be in the future is a decision that ALL of us will 
have a hand in making. It's up to you. :

JEFF KOSNETT - 9623 Basket Ring Road - Columbia, Maryland - 21045 1/8/79 
As I said last Muse, I've begun to twist the dials alittle to test the DX 
waters of Maryland. I have mixed reviews so far. Too many NSPers & pests, &little or no 
success at s/on times, but good SSS potential, and, perhaps surprisingly, good variety on the 
regionals. So, in four weeks, I've logged a total of 141 stations, including three TAs, 
first I've ever recorded. But none of these have been recently seen in IDXD: R. Nacional 
de Espana, on about 1380, R. Nederland at 1580, and the B2C also near 1580. I know some 
U.S. stations play BBC programs but I had this for about a half hour very early one morning, 
listening toa game show called "Take It or Leave It." I know all of these are supposed to 
be split frequencies, but I've no foreign log and you IDXDers make this stuff seem like kin- 
dergarten, anyway. I'm far more interested in domestic DX, & as I write this (9:30 on 1/8), 
WQAM-560 is somehow killing everything. They just promo-~ed a 56-minute Steve Martin special 
they run Sundays @ Spm. It might rank as the best catch here yet. Anyway, a brief review 
of some highlights. 12/9, WEUP-1600 heard ID weakly through a typical huge mess at 5:20pm. 
On 1/2, I heard WVAB-1550 s/on at unusual hour of 7:15am, way over semi-regular WXVA. That 
Same morning I heard WJD-1160 @ 9:45am in my car radia on the way into Baltimore. Two de- 
cent regionals on the evening of 1/5: WSAT-1280 @ 10:35pm, braying loudly about the “all new 
WSAT" that started on 1/8, & then WIK-1270, @ 11:30 a newsbreak that alled for an ID as the 
"nighttime voice of Cocke County".

Being the owner of the RF-1050, this being an older model that came out about 
three or four years ago- ‘This model has the PSB band, FM & off course, the AM bands. ‘This 
portatle is very well built, in m opinion. It has a meter, &light button. ‘The PSB band 
4s covered from 148 to 174 mz. I have always liked this portable. It has good sensitivity 
on AM. The selectivity is not so hot, but not bad. Well, I decided to try its newer ver- 
sion, the RF-1090. Bacically the same size, but the PSB band coverage is from 136 to 174 
mz. When compared to the RF-1080 the FM sound on the RF-1090 is much superior. The PSB 
coverage on the RF-1090 is also extended as compared to the RF-1080, but here is the bad news. 
The AM is bad, selectivity-wise. The RF-1090 has barn door selectivity. In other words, 
the RF-1080 (older version) is much, much superior to the RF-1090. I took the RF-10% back 
for a refund & decided to try a much smaller & compact model, the RF-1102 also by Panasonic. 
This is a new model. It sells from a low $44.95 to $60. This little compact & thin mdd 
surprised me. It is very equal in performance to the RF-1080, but much smaller. It covers 
the AM, FM, & the PSB bands in a very attractive package. When I compare the above three 
models to my ICF5900W or the TRF by Radio Shack, I find the Sony & TRF much better selectivity 
-wise. By the way, I have not found any spurs or cross modulation on my ICF5900W &I an 
smack in the middle of the Bay Area! I just love it. So, my advice is, if you have an 27- 
1080, keep it. Don't buy the RF-1090. If you want a smaller package, get the tiny RF-1102. 
Coming up next, I'l] try to get ny hands on the Panasonic Super Sensitive RF-1042 AM model 
orly. It sells for $19.95. This is also a new mdd. 73s.
